Importation  of  Banana  Plants  Prohibited 

Proclamation  No.    13  of  April   29,    1939,    prohibits   the 
importation  into    that  Colony,    until   further  notice,    of  any 
banana  plants  or  any   parts   thereof  proceeding  either  directly 
or   indirectly   from   any  place  beyond   the  limits   of   the  Colony 
of   St.    Lucia. 

Provided  that    this  prohibition   shall   not   apply   to  any 
such  plants  or  parts   thereof  which  are  imported  under  license 
given  by   the   Governor   and  subject   to   the  provisions   thereof. 

Accordingly,  the  last  two  items  021  page  1  of  Circular 
3.  S.  P.  Q,,  434,  Revised,  should  be  deleted  and  replaced  by 
the   following  item:
